As ha.< boon the case in past year.';, t ha- freshmen 
in particular were conspiciiou.s hy tlioir nnni- 
ber.s. and wliilo if would be presuming loo niucli 
to lake ihis ,is ;i very sure indication at thi.s 
early date oi what is (o follow, il may at lea.st 
he regarded a.s a baromelcr showing the inter- 
est taken by the newest class in the affairs of 
the University. 

Bui ])ast cxpariencc has .shown that all too 
often Ihi.s barometer tells a different laic after 
the first few wooks of rollego life — that after 
the football soa.son. if the team loses, the depres- 
sion of spirits spreads lo the other interests 
which ought lo occupy the mind of the student 
who is trying lo find his legs al the University. 
In other words, it is easy lo summon up enthu- 
siasm at this early stage, and lo shout and yell 
and hope for athleiic triumphs, but after the 
season is past, parliculariy if ihcse hopes do not 
materialise, the average student seems lo as- 
sum? an allogclhor indifferent attitude towards 
mailers which in the long run count for a good 
deal more than the winning of a championship, 
imporlanl as thi? undoubtedly is. and depcdenl 
as il is on the unfaltering support of the stu- 
dents. 

This fall tlie foothp.]] tcani may or may i:ot 
win the Inicrcollegiale Championship. The track 
team may or may not realise their ambitions in 
the same line. One thing is certain after the in- 
spiring display in the Union ballroom last night, 
and that is that the students themselves will be 
heart and soul behind ilic-e-lwo teams, as well 
as the minor ones, in llieir efforts lo bring laur- 
els to the college. But ihe duty of the student ex- 
tends far beyond this much valued support, and 
after all it is much easier lo summon up energy 
and enthusiasm to support a football team than 
it is to give one's time, energy and attention to 
the more humdrum matters which follow later 
on. However, ihese latter are of the utmost im- 
portance — a fact that is never denied by even 
ihose students who appear most apathetic to- 
wards them. But the student who says "Yes, I 
know the affairs of the Students' Council are 
important, but since we are given free lime to 
attend the annual meeting of the Sociely I might 
as well go to the show" is more to be condemned 
even than the one who uses the University holi- 
day on Sports Day for the same purpose. 

As we have already remarked, the .se-ssion is 
apparently off to a flying .start. But just as im- 
portant is a driving fiiii.'"h. and the advice we 
would give lo the freshman is that he lake care 
that his enthusiasm lasts and extends lo more 
imporlanl matter? tlian football after the latter 
is finished. He would be di.sgu.slcd with a cap- 
able foon)all team that started off strong and 
simply through lethargy prtpred out in a tamo 
fini.sh. Yet that is exactly what many students in 
the pa.st have done in Iheir own spheres, though 
Ihey did not see it in the sanK- light. Lei us con- 
linue to shov.' the ;-pirit shown last night, and 
throughout the year give unstinting .support lo 
all our If'îim.'^ and to all our campus organiza- 
tions, and in this Avay make the .session a mem- 
orable one.

Do not |)ul off '■lill a more 
convenient .season," for examinations come 
slowly but purely and "many arc called, but few 
are chosen". 

If al High Sciiuul yuu wore accuslunied to 
participate In Ihreo or four sports with reason- 
able cxcellcni'o there i-' no proof thai you can 
attempt to do it here. You can't do it here. No 
one has done yet and succeeded. No one ever will. 
You may fool yourself into believing that the 
rugby, boxing, hockey and bn»kelball arc not In- 
tçrfering with your acnfiomic course but it Is as 
inevitable a.-j ihe law of the Medes and the 'Per- 
sians, that your stiidics. will .suffer. 

Again if you ruine lo college bccau.'-.c you 
conaldevod it n social nccecalty, the sooner you 
pack up and vacate the premlaca the belter for 



you and Ihc college. McGill is no place for the 
champagne chappy or the lutli-fruiti boy.

Too Mueh Insistance on Hnvlnj a 
"Winning Season." 

The second unfortunate tendency Is 
the ovcr-cm^hn8lB of the desirability 
of having a "winning scoson." l,et lite 
make it clear nt the outset that 1 am 
not suggesting that n team should (fo 
onto Ihe field with any othe;- purpose 
than a doterminntlon to do thoir su- 
premo best to win that particular 
g.amc. 

The thing I nm talking about Is the 
Idea that Is apparently l)ecomlnR Inoro 
prevalent each year that In order to 
have a satisfactory ccnson it Is ne- 
cessary to win .sMlistantlally all or 
in'ofcrahly every p\nic on the sdied- 
ulo. If the team fails to do ihl.i, no 
matter how hard they have tried or 
llo\v hard Ihe schedule, the season Is 
considered more or less of a failure. 

.\bout two such seasons and the 
undersradu.aos and the graduates 
begin to call for a new coach. I am 
inclined to think the graduates are 
the worst offenders, 

Xow the real purpose .-ind jusllfic- 
allon of this fine game is not the 
glorification of tlio iiuiivldual star 
player or the advertisement of the 
college, .my inorc than It Is glorific- 
ation of the individual star player or 
the advertisement of the coaoh. Its 
real purpofe lies in tlio fact that it Is 
a marvellously fine siiort for the boys 
in the colleges. I'rom iil.nyin^ it. and 
from watching their collège males 
playing it, they learn many lessons 
and acquire many virtues that will 
stand them In good stead In years to 
come. I'mtherniore it provides a 
safety valve which eoUcso life needs 
— never more so than today. 

The friends of the game, graduates, 
undergraduates, coaches, and even 
some of tlic cullei-'c principals and 
professors will do well to stop and 
think this out. AVc have unconsciously 
the wrong way of thinking. We know 
that football is not football unless the 
teams play to win. l''rom this we have 
jumped to the conclusion that tho 
winning of games is Ihe real object- 
ive. If the games have been mostly 
lost the ssason has been niostly wast- 
ed. 

The fact that the schedule was very 

hard, tlial the [ilnyers did not happen 
to bo anytiiing but ordinary averaso 
boys, the fact that they did their best 
and took their defeat like thoroijgh- 
bcds, all are overlooked.
